inga and in the Legislative Council, arid 
no largely dilated upon through the 
columns of the press, that one might na- 
turally suppose it had become altogether 
exhausted, and so " stale, flat, 
and unprofitable," that no ingenuity, no 
eloquence of tongue or pen, could re ■ 
invent it with interest, or present it under 
new aspects of argument and illustration. 
The Delegates have shown the contrary. 
They hare shown (hat Ihe cause they 
advocate is the cause of truth and justice, 
of morality and virtue, of philanthropy 
and patriotism of the highest order ; a 
cause which appeals to the reaaon, the 
affections, the instincts, and the dearest 
interests of all classes of the community. 
Such a cause can never cease lo awaken 
(he lymptthies, not only of nil good men, 
but of all men whose passions are pot 
so engrossed with low, fordid, vulgar 
selfishness, as to be utterly unconcerned 
about domestic and social happiness, end 
the true welfare of their country. With 
men of thia stamp, what the cause 
may lack in novelty ii more than 
nWle up by its vast importance. 
And lis trnstorfrmce, under every point 
or view from which it can be con- 
templated, forms the leading theme of 
(he eicellent gentlemen we ate referring 
to, and supplies (heir numerous addreasea 
with those elements of warmlh, and 
energy, and power, by which they are so 
remarkably distinguished. The Dele- 
gates arc- stridently in mmttt. They are 
pursuing no phantom of the brain, they 
are gratifying liu mere whim of a capti- 
ciouH laa'te : they grapple with a real, 
substantial, gigantic evil, and are ani- 
mated by a stern sense of duty to their 
country and their Qon. Hence, when 

tuev apeak to the large auditories which 
every where crown arauna mem, mere is 
in their arguments, tbeit word-,, and their 
very time*, a something which at once 
finds its way (o the judgment, the con- 
science, and the heart, and call, forth a 
ready response to its vitality and liiUh. 

Bui while there is eamenlnesa, there 
is no fanaticism, no blind enthusiasm, 
The Delcgnte* have calmly studied the 
nature of the conflict in which they are 
embarked, the character of the weapons 
to be employed, the magnitude of the 
difficulties to be encountered, and the 
lingering delays which may interpose 
between (hem and victory. They tell us 
plainly, thai thtiugh of ultimate success, 
complete and permanent, they entertain 
not (he shadow of a doubt, they are per- 
suaded that the straggle will be arduous 
and protracted — a struggle, not of weeks 
or months, but of years. The Drilith 
Uoverament, the British Judges, and 
indeed the British people, arc impressed 
with deep and growing eonTictiorti 
in favour of transportation, not 
chiefly as an instrument of punish- 
ment and reformation for criminals, 
but as a means of national relief and self, 
defence. These convictions present the 
most formidable, indeed the only for- 
midable obstacle with which the A us. 
tralfi«ian League hns (o grapple. The 
lltiiiah mind has to be led to view the 
que* tii in in another phase— rut u questioo 
t-i which there are two parties, and in 
which are involved two classes of in- 
terest*. And Ibis is the real business 
which the League has undertaken ; this 
ia (he work lo which it is addreitsinj its 
Ifcst energies. We have to impress the 
mother country with the conviction, that 
she cannot in this way consult her own 
convenience without inflicting positive 
injustice upon hor colonies, and impli 
eating her Own character as a just. ■ 
generoua, a magnanimous nation. We 
have to place before her, in its full 
dimension* and true colouring, (he 
great fact that the penal system 
which is life to her in death 
to iii — th.it we feel it to be an evil 
which it ia cruel In her to inflict 
and a wrong which it would be tyrannical 
in her to continue for a single year after 
our cnmplaiBta ahall have arrested her 
atteniion. In abort, England is In this 
matter nVrWrrrf, and the colonies hare to 
im/»"irr her. She imagines that in 
sending out convict labour she is pro 
moting our interests, and gratifying our 
wish'*. We have to convince her that 
she i> here altogether wrong. And we 
must nui expect to do this in ■ short 
line, or by smalt exertions. We must 
labour long, and labour hard. But, so 
sure as Englishmen are just, and gt'ne 
mil-, and brave, ao sure Is it that our la- 
bours will be at length rewarded. As 
was well taid by one of the speakers, 
all the great re forma which were 
ultimately brought to a fierfect con. 
summation were wgn-ka of time, taxing 
(he patience, and sometimes almost 
quenching the hopes, of (heir first pro. 
looters. The abolition of slavery, 1'ar- 
liameniary He form, die eeubliahmenl of 
free (rude, and other greet aehievemenla 
of national redress, were tba fruits of 
years of anxiety and toil. Let the mem-
